Billed Party - The person or entity responsible for payment of the Company's Service(s): For a
Direct Dialed Call, the person or entity responsible for payment is the Customer responsible for
payment for local telephone service at the telephone used to originate an intrastate call. In the case of
a Traveler Card call or Phone Home Card call, the person or entity responsible for payment is the
Customer of record of the Traveler Card or Phone Home Card used.

Special Access Service - All exchange access not utilizing telephone company end office switches.
